Durham Pecan Company, Co-, 
manche’s newest industry, be- f 
gan operations the first of De­ 
cember 
and is 
now 
in 
full 
swing, shelling and packaging 
pecans. 
The firm is incorporated un­ 
der Durham Pecan Company, 
Inc. with Walter (Red) Dur­ 
ham, Jr., president and Russell 
Anderson. secretary-treasurer. 
The two owners have 
been 
working together for over 
30 
years. 
The new industry is located 
in what was the “old turkey 
plant”. When the Farmers’ Pro­ 
duce Company quit processing 
turkeys, and the ice plant went 
out of business a few years ago, 
the 
local 
Chamber 
of 
Com - 
merce purchased the building 
with the hope of bringing new 
industry to Comanche. 
Earlier this year, the Cham­ 
ber sold the property to Dur­ 
ham Pecan Co , and the firm 
has remodeled the building and 
installed 
the 
modem 
pecan 
shelling equipment. 
“We’d like to have all of the 
citizens of the area visit our 
n ew plant,” say the owners, 
but State Health Authorities do 
not like visitors to be permitted 
while pecans are being process­ 
ed. However an Open House is 
planned in the near future to 
premit visitors to inspect the 
plant. 
The original Durham Pecan 
Company was started in 1926 by 
Walter M. 
Durham, Sr. 
The 
peanut shelling was added in 
19:15 and the name was changed 
to The Durham Pecan and Pea­ 
nut Company. 
Walter Durham, Jr. started 
working with pecans on week­ 
ends and in the summer of 1930, 
and went to full time in 1935. 
Mr. Anderson started the same 
year and later was superinten­ 
dent of the plant. 
The plant grew to be one of 
the 
largest 
peanut 
shelters 
in the nation, before selling 
out to Gold Kist in August of 
1964. 
The present plant is a small, 
modem plant, which has two 
objectives—“low cost and 
top 
quality”. 
The plant has 36 
crackers, 
with 
production 
about 
50,000 
pounds unshelled pecans per 5 
day week. Modem electric eyes 
are being used for sorting the 
pecans, with women hand pick­ 
ing to ensure top quality. 
The company also has cold 
storage capacity 
for 
1,000,000 
pounds of unshelled, and 150,000 
pounds of shelled pecans. 
At the present time the firm 
employes 8 men and 7 women
